acter of all the centuries of history that 
gives us the true and noblest idea of 
life. 
That conception oflifc as found in 
him is to do good, to make sacrifices and 
suffer for others, not to be m inistered u n ­ 
to, but to m inister; to find the truest 
greatness is being the servant of hum an­ 
ity; to express tenderness, .hum ility and 
charity in the daily walk and acts of life; 
to comfort the sorrowing; to raise the 
fallen; 
to speak words of hope and 
strength to the wcarv and heavy-bur­ 
dened; seek and save the lost and to die 
that others m ight live. 
Such a life pos­ 
sesses a double im m ortality; one in suc­ 
ceeding generations and one of endless 
blessedness at the right hand of God 
There is nothing so dear to us as this 
life, and to possess such a treasure for­ 
ever gives infinite value.
